At May's Austin Neighborhoods Coun- 
cil (ANC) meeting, we heard about the 
Neighborhood Habitat Challenge. This is 
an annual contest of the Austin Parks 
and Recreation Department, where the 
City of Austin and the National Wildlife 
Federation (NWF) challenge its neighbor- 
hoods to make Austin a more wildlife- 
friendly city. Prizes are awarded to the 
three neighborhoods certifying the most 
new wildlife habitats between April 15 
and November 15, 2011. The Allandale 
Neighborhood Association (ANA) won 
second place several years ago. Joi Cheva- 
lier will publicize this for ANA. 

Also at ANC, Sebastian Wren from the 
Northfield Neighborhood Association 
spoke about “stealth dorms” in his neigh- 
borhood. Developers buy a small house, 
tear it down, and build a house with mul- 
tiple mini kitchens and bathrooms. These 
are designated as single family, yet code 
compliance says they cannot document 
inappropriate use. 

Single member districts are again under 
discussion. Mayor Leffingwell has 
endorsed a 6-2-1 arrangement with six 
single members, two at large and the 
mayor. Neighborhood representatives are 
divided between a 8-4-1 or a 10-1 plan. 
The mayor has asked Marc Ott to draft 
an amendment to the charter outlining 
his preference.

J’s plans for reviving the Market have 
to do with building off its long history as 
a farmers market, capitalizing on the site’s 
ideal location and layout with its covered 
stalls, targeting folks in the north central 
Austin neighborhoods, and having an 
ongoing schedule of family-friendly 
events and local music.

Theater

Fe: some time now, drivers on 
Koenig near the Lamar inter- 
section have been awed by the 
mammoth new theater rising sky- 
watd near McCallum High School. 
The massive construction project 
will soon become the crown jewel of 
the Theatre at McCallum Fine Arts 
Academy. 

The area’s architectural marvel will seat 
523 and encompass 25,635 square feet of 
space. The highest point is about 75 feet. 
McCallum Principal Mike Garrison said 
everyone is looking forward to using the 
theater in the fall. “Our space is limited, 
we had the smallest theater in the district 
and one of the largest theater programs,” 
he said, adding that students will benefit 
from the additional space and the oppor- 
tunity to work in different spaces. “It 
provides a performance space that better 
accommodates our large ensembles — 
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McCallum Theater 


band, orchestra, and choir,” he said. 
State-of-the-art features include 
advanced rigging, lighting and audio/ 
video control systems using the latest 
technology, and a full height fly loft. Cut- 
ting-edge green building practices were 
used along with polycarbonate windows. 
The building contains a high percentage 
of recycled materials and densified pol- 
ished concrete floors throughout and is 
on track to attain four stars from the 
Austin Energy Green Building Program. 
Principal Garrison said staff at McCal- 
lum worked on the project from the out- 


set of the design process by attending 
meetings, answering questions and 
requesting modifications. “There were 
lots of compromises to accommodate the 
special needs of the Fine Arts Academy 
while respecting the standards of Austin 
ISD’s performing arts spaces in order to 
keep the new theater equitable with other 
AISD campus theaters,” he said. 

In addition to the theater spaces, there 
will be three art classrooms with 1,630 
square feet of space each plus storage 
rooms. The architect for the project was 
the SHW Group, mechanical and electri- 
cal engineering was done by HMG and 
Associates, Gil Engineering did the Civil 
Engineering, JQ Engineering did struc- 
tural engineering and Flinto provided the 
actual construction work. 

The theater features a metal roof, and 
anyone who hasn’t seen the front of the 
theater should take a detour along Sun- 
shine and get a look at the entrance. The 
roof covering the entrance features sharp 
lines that are very dramatic, something 
that fits a structure that will host many 
student productions for years to come. *

A large apartment complex is in 
the planning stages for Burnet Road. 
Brett Denton and Art Carpenter with 
Atdent Residential, the real estate devel- 
opment firm that developed the 5350 
Burnet Road propetty down the street 
from the proposed new development, 
have met with the Brentwood Neighbor- 
hood Association seeking input on plans 
for the new Vertical Mixed Use (VMU) 
development at 5453 Burnet Road. The 
development would be vety similat to the 
5350 Burnet Road development but with 
more units. The property being consid- 
eted for development is on a 2.4 acre 
tract on the east side of Burnet Road 
near Karavel Shoes. Uptown Modern, the 
Frame Corner, and Fisken Antiques are 
some of the retail tenants currently locat- 
ed on the propetty. 

Accotding to the site plan presented to 
Brentwood (see photo), the mixed use 
development is largely an apartment com- 
plex with limited office space on the 


small portion 
of the ptop- 
erty that 
fronts Burnet 
Road. This 
space will 
largely be 
used for the 
develop- 
ment' leasing 
office. No 
retail is cur- 
rently being 
considered. 
The structure 
will be five

family, is seeking a zoning change from 
commercial to VMU, which would allow 
it to build approximately 200 units com- 
pared to the existing zoning which would 
limit it to fewer than 175 units. By com- 
parison, the 5350 Burnet Road develop- 
ment down the street, which is almost 
fully occupied, has 170 units. Regardless 
of whether they ate successful in getting 
the zoning change, the property’s current 
zoning allows them to build a large apart- 
ment complex. 

The proposed site plan has the only 
entrance and exit into the development's 
parking garage on Adams Avenue, the 
adjoining residential street. Residents on 
that street ate already complaining about 
how difficult it is turning on to the heavi- 
ly-trafficked Burnet Road from Adams. 
The development will only make it worse. 
Brentwood is asking that the entrance 
and exit be on Burnet Road to minimize 
through traffic on the nearby residential 


streets as people attempt to avoid the 
Burnet Road / Adams intersection to get 
out of the neighborhood. Ardent Resi- 
dential is currently having a traffic study 
conducted and exploring what it would 
take to have a traffic light installed where 
Adams Avenue intersects Burnet Road. 
Yes, that’s right, another traffic light on 
Burnet Road. Other concerns had to do 
with increased street parking along 
Adams Avenue. 

The Brentwood neighborhood associa- 
tion has had two meetings with Ardent 
along with a number of smaller meetings 
with Brentwood representatives to identify 
and address the neighborhood's concerns. 
Ardent said it is probably 15 to 18 months 
from breaking ground on the project. You

Austin's Comprehen- 
sive Plan to Place 
20,000 New Residenc- 
es, Jobs on Anderson 
Lane

A emerging Comprehensive Plan 
will add approximately 15,000 new 
residences and 5,000 new offices and 
retail jobs on Anderson Lane between 
MoPac and Burnet, according to the Pre- 
ferred Growth Scenario approved by the 
City Council in March. 

This represents an increase of about 
11,250 residents over the amount that 
staff discussed with neighborhood lead- 
ers in January, before the scenario went to 
Council. Neighborhood leaders first 
learned of the increased density on May 
2, when staff presented an updated ver- 
sion of the scenario map. 

At a meeting with neighborhood lead- 
ers on January 6, Comprehensive Plan 
staff presented a scenario draft that 
showed Anderson as a mile-long Mixed 
Use Corridor, implying 3,750 new resi- 
dents and 1,250 new jobs. This amount 
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could be supported with the existing zoning 
on Anderson. Staff at the meeting proposed 
moving another 5,000 jobs and offices to 
the area around Anderson at MoPac as part 
of a proposed commuter rail station district. 
Neighborhood representatives from Allan- 
dale and North Shoal Creek at that time 
explained their official position, endorsed by 
the City Council during the Vertical Mixed 
Use (VMU) zoning process, that staff must 
present a viable circulation plan that deflects 
traffic off of Shoal Creck Boulevard before 
adding new density. 

Allandale and North Shoal Creek neigh- 
borhood associations are preparing a letter 
to Comprehensive Plan staff asking that the 
Andetson corridor be discussed in more 
detail before a final decision regarding new 
density is made. Besides traffic circulation, 
the neighborhoods are concerned that this is 
the only density center of such magnitude in 
the scenario that has never gone through 
any formal planning. The corridor has 
almost no pedestrian-friendly open space, 
and existing or proposed city requirements 
would not alleviate that issue. Also, Capital 
Metro has no plan for a rapid bus line on 
Anderson, and its planned rapid bus station 
on Burnet Road is too far south of Ander- 
son Lane to serve as a hub. % 


New Open Space 
Ordinance Encourages 
VMU Rooftops

Te draft open space ordinance going to 
City Council in June lets Vertical Mixed 
Use (VMU) developers put all of their 
required public open space above street-level 
— in rooftop patios and balconies. 

VMU is the predominant zoning category 
along streets like Burnet Road. An example 
is the recent development at 5350 Burnet. 

The ordinance requires commercial and 
VMU developments of two actes or larger to 
set aside at least 5% of their site for open 
space accessible to the public, something that 
many neighborhood activists have specifically 
sought. The ordinance states that up to 30% 
of “above-ground” open space, like rooftop 
patios, can count toward the open space 
requitement. However, VMU is exempted 
from the 30% rule — all open space on a 
VMU development can be above ground. 

Residents of neighborhoods surrounding 
the West Campus UNO (University Neigh- 


borhood Overlay) district near the Uni- 
versity of Texas opposed the ordinance 
at a Planning Commission meeting on 
May 24, citing existing problems with 
privacy and noise that rooftop patios 
would exacerbate. 

Sustainable Neighborhoods of North 
Central Austin, a group that seeks to 
balance environmental with livability 
goals on mixed use corridors, has con- 
sistently pointed out that VMU corri- 
dors in out patt of town lack ground- 
level open space to encourage pedestti- 
an connectivity, especially near the rapid 
bus stations due to begin operation in 
2013. Above-ground open space does 
nothing to encourage pedestrian con- 
nectivity or transit use. Above-ground 
space is also less community friendly, 
since many people may not even know 
that the space exists and is accessible. 

Allandale and Crestview residents at 
the Planning Commission meeting 
requested that the City perform a review 
of mixed use corridors outside of 
downtown, prior to making a decision 
about whether all above-ground space in 
VMU developments can count towards 
minimum open space. The request was 
passed over without discussion. 

Council Member Laura Morrison 
requested that the proposed Open Space 
ordinance be placed on the agenda of 
the Comp Plan and Transportation Sub- 
committee agenda for June 6. %

Allandale Storm Drain Improve- 


ments Project Update 
Stephanie Lott 


C on the Allandale Storm Drain Improvements 
Project is currently on schedule to be completed in January 
2012. The contractor, Texas Sterling, is laying the box culvert 
along Bull Creek Road. The culvert is a rectangular concrete 
pipe that, when completed, will carry storm water runoff to 
Shoal Creek and significantly reduce the likelihood of flooding 
from runoff in the neighborhood. 

Construction on the box culvert started at the creek and by 
the end of May was on Bull Creek Road between Northland 
and Allandale. The contractor still needs to run the culvert up 
to White Horse Trail. In addition, storm drain pipes will be 
installed along White Horse Trail and Nasco Drive. 

The project also includes additional work on water lines and 
wastewater lines, and the installation of curbside inlets. The 
streets will be repaited before the end of the project.

Neighborhood Watch

U nfortunately we have had quite a bit 
of criminal activity in April and May, 
some of which may be attributed to the 
watm weather and kids doing their thing 
as summer approaches. We don't see 
many auto thefts here in Allandale, but 
there wete two during the months of 
April and May. A car was stolen on April 
30 from Sarah Court and on May 14 
from Bull Creek. Both were tecoveted, 
according to Austin Police Department 
(APD) records, within the city limits, but 
no arrests were made in either case. 

The morning of April 19, at least a 
dozen vehicle owners on the streets just 
east of Shoal Creek between White 
Horse Trail and Cavileer found that their 
cats had been gone through in the night. 
Some of the cars were unlocked while 
others were locked. Valuables such as lap- 
tops were stolen out of some, while oth- 
ers had little to nothing taken. This 
reminds us all to NOT have valuables 
showing in our cats, to park in a garage 
ot carport at night if possible, and to 
lock our doors. A person who leaves his 
ot her car on the street unlocked with 
something valuable showing is allowing a 
crime of opportunity. I realize some peo- 
ple believe that it should be our right to 
leave our doors open but the bottom line 
is that if we want to keep our property 
safe we must make it as hard as possible 
for someone to steal it. 

Other burglary of vehicles (BOVs) in 
April occurred on Great Northern Boule- 
vatd, Perry Lane, Woodview, and North 
Loop. Items taken included GPSs and 
radios. 

Burglary of Residences (BORs) in 
April occurred on Placid Place, Wood- 
view, North Loop, and (attempted) Shoal-

wood. Bikes were stolen in April from 
North Loop and Fairlane. If anyone lives 
in the apartments on North Loop and is 
interested in Neighborhood Watch please 
let me know as we have a need. 

So far in the month of May there have 
been BOVs on Lawnmont, Greenlawn, 
and Shoal Creek. Laptops were taken out 
of at least two of these vehicles, and pet- 
haps mote. 

At the wtiting of this article on May 
25, there have been 3 BORs between the 
6900 and 7300 blocks of Daugherty 
already in May. Homes on the east side 
of Daugherty have businesses behind 
them with what I've been told by resi- 
dents is inadequate fencing; 

'There was a break-in last week in 
which the back of house was entered 
between the hours of 1:00 and 5:00 p.m. 
despite barking dogs. Please keep gates to 
yout back yard closed and locked when 
you're not home, install 3-inch screws in 
all of your strike plates if you have not 
already, and speak through the door to 
say you do not open the door for strang- 
ers if someone knocks at the front. If 
you respond, they know someone is 
home and will be less likely to try to 
enter. 

I received an e-mail just yesterday 
about a very scary incident on Janey last 
week. A resident came home with his 
baby to find a burglar at his back door. 
According to the resident, 


The assailant was wearing surgical gloves 
and it looked as if he had just entered the 
house. When he saw me, and when I asked 
what he was doing in my house, he ran out 
the back and hopped over my fence into my 
neighbors yard. I got back in my truck and 
went around to try and track him while I 
was on the phone with the 911 operator.

I saw him hopping fences along the houses 
between Bullard and Janey, headed toward 
the park. The police took a good 20 to 30 
minutes to get over to my house, so he was 
long gone by then. (Not impressed with 
their response time, by the way!). I believe 
there was another burglar with him in the 
back of the house that I did not know 
about when I was chasing after him. I had 
an ipod and some small stuff missing from 
the back, but nothing from the front of the 
house. We had iPads, iPods, Playstations, 
laptops, Apple TV's and several other 
small, valuable items that were ripe for the 
taking. Thats why I believe there was a 
second burglar in the back. There would 
have been no reason to enter from the 
outside where I encountered the first 
burglar. I believe I passed the second 
burglar when I was alarming the neighbors 
of the burglary and telling them the 
description. What I believe to be the second 
burglar was walking very fast with a 
backpack. When I asked him if hed seen 
a 5°10” white male in his mid-twenties 
jumping fences he said that he had not. I 
asked him if he was from the neighborhood 
and he said he wasn't, and he looked very 
nervous the whole time. It was a very 
strange interaction and when I was driving 
off, be yelled, Tm going to watch my son's 
baseball game.’ This guy did not look like 
he had a son, and when I went to the fields 
20 minutes later to look for him, he was 
nowbere to be found. 


I believe they had been casing my house, 
and probably several others in the area as 
they knew exactly when I was gone. 


The descriptions of the men are: 
1st assailant: white male, 5710”, dark 
blond hair, goatee, 165 Ibs in his mid-to- 

late twenties 
2nd assailant: white male, 5'11", black

hair, scruff, sideburns, spacers in ears, 
multiple hoop earrings, black socks, cam- 
ouflage shorts, large backpack. 


If you see any suspicious activity, 
please call 911 and put an entry in our 
log on the Austin Neighborhood Associ- 
ation (ANA) website. 

Likewise, graffiti is still an issue, and 
thank you to those people who call it in 
and let me know. I call it in weekly and 
erase it as well. I spoke with APD detec- 
tive Fred Simpson, who said there is very 
little chance of an investigator finding an 
assailant if there are no leads. However, 
it is still important to take pictures and 
send them to central west detectives (311 
will give you the right email address as it 
depends on the atea) so they may analyze 
them for gang activity.

One morning while I was getting ready 
for work, my junior high-aged son shout- 
ed “MUH-THER, do I have to eat break- 
fast in the midst of this menagerie?!” 
That certainly piqued my curiosity so I 
headed for the dining room. There I saw 
a ladybug crawling on the rim of the 
sugat bowl and two lacewings buzzing 
around in the overhead light fixture. For 
those unacquainted with green lacewings, 
they, like ladybugs, are excellent garden 
predators on small insects such as aphids 
and spider mites. Unlike ladybugs, they 
are mostly nocturnal so fewer people 
have encountered them. They are about 
half an inch long with pale green elongat- 
ed teat-drop shaped body and transparent 
iridescent wings. Their eggs are a tiny 
pale gray dot atop a stiff thread evenly 
spaced in clusters. If you see these, don’t 
destroy them. Their larvae look like a tiny 
gray alligators one-fourth of an inch long. 
Ladybug eggs ate golden yellow, oval 
shaped, about one-sixteenth of an inch 
long, and packed tightly together. Lady- 
bug larvae look like quartet-inch black & 
orange alligators. 

When my niece and nephew ages six 
and eight would come to visit, they 


couldn't wait to go dig in my compost 
pile for garden snakes and green bectles. 
Talk about “turning your compost pile!" 
We still haven't identified which beetle we 
were finding; they were around only in 
the early fall. 

My two out-of-town granddaughters, 
on the other hand, wanted nothing to do 
with anything creepy or crawly. They love 
to sing, however and after hearing me 
complain that harlequin bugs had arrived, 
made up a song to the tune of Round and 
Round the Mulberry Bush: “harlequin bugs 
on the broccoli plants, broccoli plants, 
broccoli plants. Harlequin bugs on the 
broccoli plants so early in the morning,” 

For those who've never grown brassi- 
cas (cabbage, cauliflower, broccoli, brus- 
sel sprouts, and all varieties of mustard), 
you know the productive season is over 
for these veggies when the harlequin bugs 
arrive in very early spring. The bugs are 
very colorful - black and bright orange 
with an ornate pattern on theit backs. 
They are very destructive and their vivid 
coloration warns birds not to eat them. 
Their eggs look like a double row of 
tightly packed, tiny staved barrels. You 
have my permission to squash any eggs 
of those pests you find! 

I hope all of you enjoy your yards and 
gardens as much as I do. %

Dog Talk: Storm 
Phobia

have been writing this column for a 

number of years and at times I forget 
which topics I have already addressed (I 
do welcome your requests for topics to 
address). I don’t recall addressing this topic 
and it is important, so, “Here we go.” 

This article will address strategies for 
easing your dog’s storm phobias. I am 
focusing on it because a neighbor recent- 
ly contacted me asking for assistance and 
we wete able to effect a significant 
improvement in her dog's response to a 
storm that materialized the night after 
out discussion. 

Her little Jack Russell terrier would 
pace and pant during storms. She had not 
spoken with her veterinarian about her 
concerns. 

I shared that in the past, my own Aire- 
dale, Daisy, would become frantic during 
storms and would insist upon dragging 
her nails across any metal object she 


could reach...typically she targeted the 
metal handles on my file cabinet, the 
surge protector under my desk, the door 
of any crate she could get to hold still 
and the metal edging around our glass 
shower door. It was very, very worrisome. 
My veterinarian suggested that a medica- 
tion called acepromazine might help, and 
it did make her as loopy as you can imag- 
ine. I was not happy with this effect, but 
I tolerated it until I happened to try 
something I was exposed to in a 
T-Touch, or Tellington Touch, class. 
What I tried was to wrap Daisy’s torso 
snugely in an Ace bandage (I have pic- 
tures if you are interested). I simply 
secured it with safety pins. The effect was 
essentially immediate...I couldn't believe 
it. She simply took a deep sigh and laid 
down calmly. We never again used any 
medication. When she sensed a storm 
approaching she would walk into the 
bathroom to the drawer where the ban- 
dages were stored. She never resisted the 
wrapping and never tried to remove the 
elastic bandage. Those who have swad- 
dled a baby and have seen the outcome 


or those who 
are familiar 
with Temple 
Grandin and 
het squeeze- 
box won't be 
sutprised by 
the effective- 
ness of the wrap. 

Long before I knew of the wrap I 
dealt with this problem with my beloved 
Airedale boy, Henry my Honey. I found 
that making a bed for him in the bath- 
room, turning on the exhaust fan at top 
speed, and masking the sight of lightning 
by turning on all the lights provided him 
with telief. A box fan sort of aimed at 
the dog and turned to high speed can 
modulate the sound of thunder and help 
some dogs. 

Rescue Remedy (a substance you can 
purchase at Sun Harvest) gives some dogs 
relief; others ate comforted by being in 


total dark (such as a closet or a crate that 
is covered by a quilt) or by being given 
the opportunity to lie down in a shower 
or tub.

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Leaving a dog outside during storms is 
one of the reasons so many stray dogs 
ate tutned in to our local shelter — the 
storms terrify them and they may jump a 
fence in a misguided attempt to get away 
from the frightening thunder and light- 
ning. If your dog does not have storm 
phobia at this point, don’t believe that 
you are “home free.” Some dogs who 
were not phobic when young develop the 
phobia as they age. Finally, in an ironic 
twist, some dogs who are phobic when 
young may become nonchalant about 
storms as they age; these dogs may very 
well have lost their hearing! If you notice 
this change, it might be wise to talk to 
your vet about it or even to test the dog 
yourself by making a loud startling sound 
with pots and pans; do this in such a way 
that the dog is totally unaware of the test. 
Personally, I have seen that change in 
response in a number of my dogs, i.e., 
one becoming fearful and the other los- 
ing the anxiety.

Wood-boring Beetles of Trees

here ate numerous beetles that can be 

found on trees, but this article focuses 
on two groups specifically: round-headed 
borers and flat-headed borers. Borers can 
be damaging to trees that are newly plant- 
ed or weakened and stressed by condi- 
tions such as drought, frost damage ot 
mechanical damage. 

Round-headed borer larvae are creamy 
white with round heads and no legs. 
Adults are often called long-horned bee- 
tles because of their long antennae that 
can extend past the tip of their abdomen. 
Eggs ate laid in wounds, in crevices, ot 
under bark on trees that ate stressed or in 
poor health. Larvae bore under bark into 
the heartwood of the tree. They may 
leave a round opening where sawdust-like 
material, called frass, and sap may exude. 

Flat-headed borers have creamy white

larvae, legless with a flattened head area. 
Adults ate bullet-shaped, often with 
metallic colors on the body. Eggs are laid 
atound cracks or wounds of stressed 
trees, but some species will attack healthy 
trees. Latvae bore into the cambium 
under the bark and then move into the 
heartwood. 

It’s best to keep trees in good health. 
Try to plant native or adapted trees that 
perform well in Central Texas. Properly 
water and fertilize trees; water is especial- 
ly important during drought conditions. 
Avoid wounding above-ground parts of 
the tree.

homas Fuller observed back in 1732 

that “We never know the worth of 
water till the well is dry.” With a rapidly 
increasing population along with oil and 
gas production and agricultural use, 
demands for water are outpacing the sup- 
ply, which in the coming years will threat- 
en many communities and ensure signifi- 
cantly higher water rates. Many state 
water experts believe that there is no 
more important issue facing Texas than 
ensuting an adequate water supply for 
future generations. 

Under State law, surface water (lakes 
and rivers) belongs to the State of Texas. 
And in Texas, water is a finite resource. 
State law and many court rulings have 
established that groundwater (undet- 
ground streams and aquifers) belongs to 
individual property owners. River authori- 
ties such as the Lower Colorado River 
Authority regulate surface water, and 
groundwater districts have limited regula- 
tory authority over pumping of water. 
River authorities have more regulatory 
authority, but they have to balance the 
available supply of water with the

increasing demands within their service 
areas. When cities like Austin receive 
more watet it also means that rice farm- 
ers downstream receive less water. When 
we'te in a drought, everyone has less 
watet. 

Under the “right of capture” doctrine, 
property owners have the right to pump 
virtually an unlimited amount of water 
from under their property, either for per- 
sonal use or for resale to other businesses 
and communities. Business Week Maga- 
zine described Texas laws regarding 
pumping groundwater as “unusually lax.” 
In fact, state court rulings have deter- 
mined that a property owner's right to 
pump water prevails even if their neigh- 
bor's water supply may be adversely 
affected. A few years back, Ozarka Water 
was sued by neighbors for malicious and 
negligent pumping of groundwater in 
association with its bottling business; the 
Texas Supreme Coutt ruled that, under 
the “rule of capture,” it was OK for 
Ozarka to drain its neighbor's water sup- 
ply. T. Boone Pickens, the oil baton, and 
now the largest individual owner of water 
in the nation, has bought up land and 
substantial water rights under an aquifer 
that serves as the primary source of

water in the Panhandle. Others are also 
scrambling to buy up water rights 
throughout Texas. Community leaders 
across the state have expressed concerns 
that their future water supplies are being 
threatened by the basically unregulated 
sale of large amounts of water from their 
underground aquifers that is then being 
piped to other parts of Texas. 

State legislators have considered estab- 
lishing and funding a 50-year water plan 
for Texas but have failed to act. For any 
state plan to be effective or affordable, 
the Legislature will have to address the 
inherent conflict between the rights of 
propetty owners to pump unlimited 
amounts of water versus the rights of 
their neighbors and the greater communi- 
ty. Cities and counties will also have to 
strike a balance between the rights of 
theit citizens to use as much water as 
they can afford and the necessity to limit 
use and mandate aggtessive conservation 
and water-efficiency measures. 

Thomas Fuller warned us nearly 300 
yeats ago that we shouldn't wait to act 
until the water in the well runs dry or 


becomes too expensive. Let me know 
what you think at bruce.el/fant@.o.travis.
